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DETAILED ACTION 

This is a first office action in response to application no. 09/936,033 filed on September 
7, 2001 in which claims 1-32 are presented for examination. 



Abstract 

1 . Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 



2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it is not written in a single 
paragraph. In addition, the abstract is written in a claim format instead of a narrative 
single paragraph. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b).

Fig. 3 of the drawings is pale which makes it difficult for the examiner to view all the 
details of the figure. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claims 24-27 are objected to because of the following informalities: The proper 
format for writing a means plus function for claim 24, for example, is "a means for 
processing The applicant must follow the above format when writing all means plus 
function claims. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claims 

While it appears that claims 1-23, and 28-32 are properly written, the applicant is urged 
to review all claims in order to expedite the prosecution. 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Hamada et al. (US Patent no. 5574500) teaches video quality evaluating equipment for 
reproduced image of video signal subjected to digital compression. 
Murayama et al. (US Patent no. 5764813) teaches image processing method and image 
processing device. 

Watanabe et al. (US Patent no. 4984076) teaches image compression coding system. 
Kimura et al. (US Patent no. 6236756) teaches image analysis method and device. 
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Kunitake et al. (US Patent no. 5991458) teaches image quality prediction apparatus and 
method, and image quality control apparatus and method.
